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McGrail Returned To East; 
Frulla Gets Assistant Post 


East Junior High School Principal Eu- 
gene Frulla will be given a special projects 
assignment as manager of computer stu- 
dent services K-12, and in addition, will be 
assigned as assistant principal at the West 
Elementary School next year. 

Frulla’s transfer, effective July 1, will 
make way for Dr. Richard McGrail to re- 
turn to his position as principal of the East 
Junior High. He has been on leave of ab- 
sence from that position while serving as 
the school building project coordinator. 

Frulla will spend about 85 percent of his 
time as the assistant principal, according to 
Schools Superintendent Kenneth Seifert, 
and the rest as computer manager.

Termination of their employ- 
ment becomes effective if they are not 
recalled before the September 1985 date.

Neither the 
Stempels, who have divorced, nor their 
insurance company, Lumbermens Mutual 
Casualty Company, claimed ownership of 
or responsibility for the property since 
then.

Lawrence General Hospital, Lawrence, is fea- 
tured in the spring issue of the Massachusetts 
Society of Anesthesiologists Newsletter. 

The article notes that ‘with the eXception of 
open-heart surgery and organ transplantation, all 
types of surgery are performed. To a certain extent 
the hospital acts as a referral center since several 
surgeons who work throughout the Merrimack Val- 
ley tend to bring a portion of their cases from 
elsewhere to Lawrence. This is particularly so in 
the case of neurosurgery.” 

The article points out that ‘‘In 1981 6,545 opera- 
tions requiring anesthesia were performed of which 
2,245 were processed through the Surgical Day Car 
Unit. As in most hospitals, the use of Day Care 
facility has had an explosive growth in the last four 
years, which has often been accelerated by the high 
occupancy of in-patient beds.”’

He looks back fondly on the first years 
when the high school was located in the 
current West Junior High, when he and the 
late Paul Hopkins were the only science 
teachers. His colleague, Danforth remem- 
bers, called those years ‘‘our golden years 
of education.’’ 

‘‘We had a few kids who were particular- 
ly interested in science,’’ he explains, ‘‘and 
they used to come into the lab in the af- 
ternoon after school and just fool around all 
afternoon, just doing science for fun. We 
really enjoyed those kids who were so very 
interested in science.” 

Today, he says sadly, ‘‘there are so many 
other distractions, like sports, that kids 
have no time for that.”’ 

There have been other changes as well. 
‘We're not as strict as we used to be. I 
don’t know if that’s good or bad.” He re- 
members when teachers became apoplectic 
if a student ‘‘went to a locker at the wrong 
time. Today,’ he shrugs, ‘‘it’s no big deal.”’ 
(Still, he believes that ‘‘a little strict disci- 
pline was character-building.’’) 

He has been glad to watch the science 
curriculum grow beyond its basic biology- 
chemistry-physics and into new areas like 
marine science — ‘‘one of the really good 
innovations.”’ 

Science courses have never been required 
at the high school, he says; they have al- 
ways been elective. Yet ‘‘historically’’ 
more than 80 perceat of the high school 
students have -chosen to take science 
courses through the years, he adds. 

He is unhappy that a tight school budget 
will see the science staff cut back to 10 and 
one-half teachers next year, even as science 
continues to gain popularity among stu 
dents 

For at least the next year, the teacher 
plans to indulge himself as ‘‘a putterer 
He will leave his High Street home for a 
new home in York Beach, Maine, where he 
will ‘‘do my own thing building, land- 
scaping, working on my boat, fishing. | 
have a lot of projects I don’t have time to do 
now. I|'m looking forward to it 

But he admits to ‘‘getting cold feet’ at 
the thought of really leaving. ‘‘I’m afraid 
I’m going to miss it 

He knows he’ll miss his friends on the 
faculty, Danforth says. ‘‘Teachers are al- 
ways reading, so they always have some 
thing to say about most any topic. They’re 
intellectually stimulating people to talk to 
I'll miss that.”’ 

And, he adds, ‘‘I will miss the kids.”’ 

Arthur Danforth has a back-up plan, just 
in case a year of puttering turns out to be 
enough for him. He says he'll try to find a 
part-time job, perhaps at a college — teach- 
ing

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School Board Gives 
Seifert High Marks 


The Andover School Committee 
has given Schools Superintendent 
Dr. Kenneth Seifert high marks in a 
performance evaluation, and Seifert 
has called this past year ‘‘probably 
the most difficult”’ in the 13 he has 
served as the town’s top school ad- 
ministrator. 

Committee Chairman Richard 
Neal, in summarizing the feelings of 
four schoolmen who evaluated the 
superintendent (Susan Poore did not 
participate), said Seifert has contin- 
ued to maintain ‘high standards” 
for both himself and the schools. 

He said Seifert is energetic, a 
catalyst for organizational devel- 
opment and visible in the commu- 
nity. Neal added that the 
superintendent keeps the committee 
informed and has a good 
relationshipwith other town offi- 
cials, cultural, religious and social 
organizations. 


He said Seifert has recently reor- 
ganized the school system with as 
little suffering as possible. He said 
the committee looks for a contin- 
uance of progress in fiscal report- 
ing 
Neal noted that teacher morale 
has ‘‘declined’’ and listed this 
among other broad goals for the 
school system —the pursuit of excel- 
lence while facing fiscal reality; 
and openess with the community 
and getting them involved. 

Seifert said he was proud of his 
adminstration and staff, especially 
in light of current financial difficul- 
ties. He said credit should be given 
to the-majority of the staff for their 
energy and positive attitude.

Rollins To Begin Construction

Andover is, at last, on the verge of having 
town-wide cable television service. 

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
signed a final cable television license with 
Rollins Cablevision of Atlanta, Georgia, 
freeing the cable company to begin instal- 
ling their system in Andover. 

According to Rollins, construction will 
begin within the next two weeks and be 
completed in ten months. Part of the sys- 
tem will be ready in six months, they added 
in a statement released Tuesday. 

Chairman Norma Gammon noted that 
board members signed the final license 
with some relief. The question townspeople 
most often asked of her during the past 
year, she said, was, ‘‘When is it (cable 
service) coming?” 

Rollins has also signed agreements with 
Merrimack College to build a television 
production facility in Merrimack’s Mc- 
Quade Library. ~nd with the Andover 
School Committ , build a smaller studio 
at Andover High School. Both studios will 
be available for public use. 

Andover Atty. Richard Asoian, represent- 
ing Rollins, said Monday that the compa- 
ny’s satellite receiving dish will be located 
at Merrimack, College. However, where 
Rollins’ tower will be located is still uncer- 


tain: it may be built in North Andover, or at 
the former landfill site in West Andover. 

Town officials joined Rollins officials for 
a celebration of the final license-signing 
Tuesday night at the Lanam Club on North 
Main Street. 

According to Rollins’ statement, the ca- 
ble system will cover 153 miles and serve 
more than 8,000 homes, offering 52 chan- 
nels, and security, medical and fire alert 
systems. 

As part of the license agreement, the 
cable company will also provide a link 
among all municipal buildings, schools, lo- 
cal hospitals and libraries for community 
programming. 

Larry Fitzsimmons of Rollins, who will 
be in charge of construction, told the select- 
men Rollins ‘‘will have salespeople knock- 
ing on every door’’ to offer the service to 
townspeople. ‘‘That’s the only way we’re 
going to make sales.”’ 

Those salespeople will offer residents 
three basic packages for up to $7.95 per 
month, plus 13 special channels like Home 
Box Office (HBO) or Cinemax for additio- 
nal fees. 

The first basic package will include 13 
channels for $2.95, offering three news 
channels, a weather channel, sports chan- 


nel, health channel, religious channel, and 
five local access channels. 
The second basic package will include 16 


more channels for an additional $3.05, offer- - 


ing all Boston stations (Channels 2, 4, 5, 7, 
25, 38, 44, 56, 68), a Worcester station and 
two New Hampshire stations. 

And for another $1.95, viewers will be 
able to purchase eight more channels, in- 
cluding two New York stations, an Atlanta 
station, a Canadian station, and a children’s 
programming channel. Rollins calls the 
first 37 channels, totalling’ $7.95, its ‘‘Super 
Basic’’ package 

Special programming services like HBO, 
Showtime or The Movie Channel will cost 
$10.50 each, or $9.50 if purchased along with 
the Super Basic package. 

The Center for Community Television 
that Rollins has agreed to build at Merri- 
mack College will include a broadcast stu- 
dio, an editing center and offices, as well as 
a three-camera mobile production van for 
location filming. It will be managed by 
Tony Fusco of Rollins, who has been named 
director of community television 

Construction of the studio will begin this 
summer, and take five months to complete. 

Another public-access production facility 
will be built at Andover High.

In April some members of South church 
and other members of the community be- 
gan to develop a program to celebrate the 
Fourth of July in Andover. Since that time, 
a committee has been formed (the Commit- 
tee for Patriotic Observances, Inc.) and 
several meetings have been held. Early in 
the planning the committee agreed to con- 
tinue the theme of recent celebrations, the 
‘Old Fashioned Fourth.’’ However, none of 
the people on the committee, nor any cit- 
iens who were approached, knew what con- 
stituted an ‘‘Old Fashioned Fourth.’’ The 
committee then turned to newspaper ac 
counts of Independence Day celebrations of 
9) and 100 years ago 

First, every account of the celebration 
listed in the papers of that period (1880 
1900) broke the town into distinct geograph- 
ic areas—Ballardvale, Frye Circle, the 
Hill, Abbot, etc. Quite simply, the cele- 
bration occurred throughout town, but with 
out the unity we now know. The center of 
town and Ballardvale were the most active 

If one believes the accounts of events of 
the Fourth before the turn of the century, 
then one must accept that the celebration 
was something less than rousing. ‘‘The 
Fourth of July was the quietest for some 
time. The town was really deserted during 
the day. (1899).”’ ‘‘At midnight (July 3) the 
annual bonfire was litin the square, but 
other than this, things were remarkably 
quiet until the ringing of the bells in the 
morning (1891)."’ “‘The Fourth passed off in

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Reagan’s call for a 
massive military buildup is 
creating problems for both 
the defense industry and the 
taxpaying public. 

The Commerce Depart- 
ment, for example, has com- 
pleted an in-depth study of 
the economic effects of 
increased defense spending. 
The report was completed 
last December, but it still 
hasn’t been released. The 
reason: According to Capitol 
Hill sources, the study iden- 
tifies at least 20 defense 
industries that will suffer 
severe production 
bottlenecks because of the 
military buildup. 

Word of the report has 
incensed Pentagon officials, 
so the brass hats are pres- 
suring the Commerce 
Department to delay and 
alter the report. 

Commerce officials deny 
that this is the reason for not 
releasing the study. 

he taxpayers are losing, 
meanwhile, because many 
billions of the dollars they 
are asked to cough up get 
lost in the Pentagon’s boon- 
doggle bureau. 

Take the case of the Mav- 
erick missile -- a $4.7 billion 
lemon. 

The Maverick is an air- 
borne anti-tank weapon that 
never should have left the 
drawing board. Its guidance 
system doesn’t work very 
well. Even worse, delivering

the missile exposes pilots to 
extreme danger. 

In order to zero in on an 
enemy tank, a pilot must fly 
over the battlefield for 15 
seconds in a straight, pre- 
dictable line. That makes 
him an easy target for ene- 
my guns. — 

The Maverick also has 
trouble identifying enemy 
tanks and is as likely to hit 
an American tank as it is to 
hit one of the foe’s. And once 
it has located the right tank, 
it has trouble locking onto 
the target 

FALKLAND UPDATE: 
Five years ago, Argentina 
formed a Secret alliance 
with three other countries, 
called the South Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. The 
members of this select 
group, according to intelli- 
gence sources, are Argenti- 
na, Paraguay, Uruguay and 
South Africa. It is Argenti- 
na’s connection with South 
Africa that has U.S. intelli- 
gence analysts worried. 
They fear the South Africans 
will succumb to pressure 
from the Argentines to sell 
them French-built Exocet 
missiles.

The Andaver School Committee's idea of 
how to get community involvment in school 
affairs — in particular elementary educa- 
tion — leads some to believe more prob- 
lems might be created than solved. 

And the citizen-teacher committee struc- 
ture discussed Tuesday night could become 
a vehicle for parents to wage the traditional 
vs. contemporary program battle. 

No vote was taken, and nothing is sure, 
except that: Two types of committees — 
one, a main or steering committee, and 
two, several grass roots committees rep- 
resenting each elementary school, will 
probably be formed. The committees will 
consist of teachers and parents with voting 
privileges, and school adminstrators as 
non-voting resource people.

said some need more and some less of a 
structured environment. 

Neal said the purpose was ‘‘not totally” 
to evaluate the traditional vs. the contem- 
porary program. 

But the issue was raised Tuesday night.

‘“‘T hope we're not establishing a legis- 
lative body,’’ said Schoolman Michael 
Giammusso. ‘‘We (the schoo! committee) 
have the ultimate responsibility’ as to what 
decisions are made regarding elementary 
education. 

Giammusso warned not to put too much 
emphasis on parent and teacher committee 
voting.He said if the school committee re- 
ceives a report which it totally disagrees- 
with, that turning it downmight be 
‘antagonizing’ the teacher-parent commit- 
tees. 

He also said that an 8-7 vote, for example, 
of a parent-teacher committee does not 
necessarily meanthe school committee will 
go along with whatever plan is given them 

Neal suggested a letter be sent home with 
students informing their parents that they 
should indicateby July 1 if they are inter- 
ested in serving on any of the proposed 
committees.

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Messy Problems Stem From 
Pole Hill Construction 


Construction on Pole Hill has created 
messy problems for some of the hill’s Bal- 
lardvale neighbors, those neighbors say, 
and Monday night they turned to the select- 
men for help. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony told 
them the town is already taking steps to 
solve their problems, but promised no 
‘‘quick solution.”’ 

Developer Arthur Kalogianis of T.D.J. 
Development Corp. is building a 14-lot sub- 
division on the hill. Until recently, he had 
planned to build 69 homes there. 

However, after months of negotiations, 
Kalogianis agreed to swap most of the hill 
for the town’s ‘‘tea lots’ off Woburn Street. 
The town will preserve Pole Hill as perma- 
nent open space, and the developer will 
build 30 homes on the tea lots. 

Despite an agreement specifying that the 
developer will take steps to prevent water 
and erosion problems on the hill during 
construction, ‘‘massive erosion has already 
occurred and will continue to occur with 
each successive rainfall,’’ the Ballardvale 
residents wrote in a petition to the select- 
men. 

The petition was signed by Arnold and 
Sherron Heller, George and Carol Madden, 
John Sweeney, and Don and Charlotte Tyn- 
ing. 

Reading the petition aloud Monday night 
at Town Hall, Charlotte Tyning said there 
are gullies up to three feet deep along Pole 
Hill Drive (under construction), sink holes 
up to ten feet wide, and eroded silt and clay 
up 0 a foot deep obliterating parts of a 
public access known as the cart path 

Changes in the water table caused by the 
loss of trees that have been cut down — 
along with recent rainfall — has created a 
‘‘pond’’ on the Madden property, and has 
turned a meadow on the Sweeney property 
into a marsh, Mrs. Tyning claimed. 

The residents asked that the selectmen 
consider releasing a portion of the builder’s 
bond to pay for remedies to those problems, 
along with preventive measures to stop 
future problems. 

The town manager told them there was

‘‘nothing on this (petition) that we're not 
aware of, and we are acting to correct (the 
problems).”’ 

Town officials are ‘in the process’ of 
correcting the problems, but it is a slow 
process, he said. “There is not a quick 
solution. 

“It will be taken care of,’’ Mahony said. 
‘‘As a last resort, his bond will be pulled, if 
it comes to that.’’ 

He said he did not have a time frame for 
clearing up the problems. 

The manager added that ‘‘the rather un- 
usual climate we’re having this spring’ has 
aggravated problems that residents say 
began up to four months ago. ‘‘That is not 
all the fault of the developer.”’ 

The Planning Board and town engineers 
are monitoring the development, Mahony 
said, and town staffers have been ‘‘spend- 
ing a lot of time over there.’’

insurance company two mortgages on the 
property. The company plans to: sell the 
mortgages, and will accept written bids 
until 2 p.m. Monday, June 28 at the offices 
of its attorneys: Lecomte, Shea, Dangora & 
Barber, One Boston Place, Boston. 

Lumbermens purchased the first mort- 
gage with a $22,600 payment in December, 
1975, and the second mortgage, with an $8,- 
294 payment in October, 1975. 

In a letter to Community Development 
and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore 
this week, Lumbermens’ attorney Francis 
Gallagher, Jr., wrote that the Stempels 
have made no payments since the assign- 
ments. 

And the appeals period on the court ruling 
in Lumbermens’ favor has run out. 

No taxes were paid on the property for 
some years, and it was allowed to deterio- 
rate; the house remains boarded up, and 
the yard is overgrown. Neighbors have 
complained to town officials that the prop- 
erty is a nuisance, detracting from their 
neighborhood and attracting vandals. 

Samuel Ciraldi of 2 Wild Rose Drive and 
Grace Hatch of 116 Wild Rose Drive peti- 
tioned the Community Development and 
Planning department to take some action in 
March. They said the house is a health and 
potential fire hazard. 

Monday night, the Board of Health de- 
clared the house unfit for human habitation. 
That decision begins a one-year process 
that could lead to the razing of the property 
— unless it is sold and restored before then. 

Lumbermens’ effort to sell the property 
is ‘‘a step in the right direction,’’ Gilmore 
said. ‘‘We have been trying to provoke a 
private decision.’’ Neighbors ‘“‘tried to get 
the town to solve it for them, but it really is 
a private nuisance matter.” 

He added, however, that the town ‘‘tried 
to put some pressure’’ on the parties in- 
volved to clear up the ownership question. 

The town threatened to take the insur- 
ance company to court unless Lumbermens 
made a tax payment, for example. But 
when the company paid taxes on the house, 
they emphasized that they were not claim- 
ing title to the property, but only protecting 
their interests, Gilmore explained. 

He added that there is still ‘‘no clear 
title’ to the property, since a number of the 
Stempels’ creditors hold liens on the prop-

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Budget Details Approved 


The school committee this week officially 
approved final details of its 1982-83 $12.9 
million bottom-line budget as voted by town 
meeting — and 11 positions on tap for elimi- 
nation have been added back to the school 
department. 

This has come as a result of a $300,000 
surplus in the 1981-82 budget, which was 
used to pre-purchase supplies and equip- 
ment, and a reductionin business office and 
teacher supplies. 

The following positions are back: 

A LIBRARIAN at Andover High School; 

A CHEMISTRY TEACHER (full time) at 
the high school; 

A BIOLOGY TEACHER (half time) at 
the high school; 

A MATH TEACHER (half time) at the 
high school; 

A PRIMARY LEVEL TEACHER at the 
West Elementary School; 

AN INTERMEDIATE LEVEL TEACH- 
ER at the Sanborn School; 

A TEACHER of the perceptually hand- 
icapped (federally funded); 

READING PROGRAM ADVISOR (The 
creation of this position indirectly allowed 
the retention of an English teacher, who 
would have been ‘“‘bumped.’’); 

A MUSIC TEACHER, a position to be 
funded with user fee money; 

A PERSONNEL/BUSINESS OFFICE 
SECRETARY; 

AN INDUSTRIAL ARTS TEACHER. 

The industrial arts teacher who would 
have been let go would have been the only 
person qualified to offer the graphic arts 


program at Andover High — so that pro- 
gram would have in effect been eliminated. 

Another top priority of the school com- 
mittee — reinstating a junior high guidance 
couselor — has been put on the back burner 
for now. 

The school committee transferred on 
June 1 a $45,000 surplus in the teaching 
account to the expense account to bring the 
total surplus there to over $300,000. 

The $300,000 surplus can be broken down 
roughly this way: 

$190,000 — Balance in the fuel oil/utilities 
account due to energy conservation and 
lower fuel prices; 

$83,000 — Savings in gasoline reduction 
(transportation account); 

$21,000 — Salary outages: savings real- 
ized when personnel are hired at a lower 
salary than those who they replaced; 

$20,000 — Savings from a computer posi- 
tion not filled. 


The money was used for pre-purchasing 
supplies and equipment and implementing 
maintenance projects to free up funds to 
bring back teachers into the school system. 

Other adjustments in the school budget — 
reduction in business office and teacher 
supplies — also helped out. For example, 
the high school principal’s supplies were 
cut by $3,000, according to Business Man- 
ager Frank Paul, and the supply account 
was reduced by $40,000. 

He said $20,000 worth of equipment was 
pre-purchased to reduce that aecount to 
zero.

a rather quiet manner, there being very 
little in town to excite one’s curiosity 
(1889)."’ ‘Independence Day was quietly 
observed in town, save the firecrackers of 
the small boy and his disgusting fish horn 
(1887).’’ If nothing else, apparently an ‘Old 
Fashioned Fourth’’ was quiet. 

Aside-from noise, the other major con- 
cerns reported by the press were vandalism 
and personal injury. Almost every account 
makes reference to a traditional bonfire in 
Elm Square at midnight before the Fourth. 
However, the reports also chronicle small 
fires in other parts of town—all of which 
were unauthorized, and all of which usually 
involved someone’s barn. Similarly, the 


reports detail numerous reported injuries 
resulting from firecrackers. 


What did happen on the Fourth of July in 
Andover 100 years ago? As alluded Yo

usher in the holiday, and it was held in Elm 
Square. The morning of the Fourth was 
marked by a patriotic ceremony at dawn. 
The ceremony, which indluded firing a can- 
non and ringing bells, was repeated at other 
times during the day. 

Later in the day, but usually still at an 
early hour, the Antique and Horribles Pa- 
rade was held. actually, there seem to have 
been two—one in the center of town and one 
which drew large crowds in Ballardvale. 
Sometimes there was a trade parade in 
which local citizens, merchants, etc., drove 
their wagons, carts, carriages, etc. Races 
were held—three-legged, sack, obstacle, 
dashes—and at least one baseball game was 
played. Teams were formed from various 
sections of town or were sponsored by some 
of the rival merchants. 

Haggett’s Pond drew crowds of people. 
The newspapers report that many of the 
local citizens spent the day picnicking and 
swimming at what is now the Andover 
water supply. Others went to the parade in 
Lawrence, and in one year many went to 
Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show. 

The day was concluded with a band con- 
cert and with fireworks. However, the fire- 
works were not always sponsored by the 
town. Many references are made to fire- 
works being stagd in privae yards through- 
out the town for the enjoyment of those 
particular citizens. 


A last interesting note. The Andover Ad- 
vertiser, the paper from which much of this 
information was drawn, was published on 


Fridays. In one year the paper reported - 


that the stores were open and that the 
school committee held its regularly sched- 
uled meeting on the Fourth of July. Appar- 
ently, the holiday was not held in as much 
reverence as we would like to believe 
Thus, in spite of our persistent belief that 
‘‘things were better in the old days,” it 
doesn’t seem that this was always the case 
with the Fourth of July.
